Arkansas, Colorado,

Week—57 Delegates. 


WASHINGTON, April 24 (UP) 
«— The Taft-Eisenhower battle 
shifted toward the West today 
with the rival camps still squab- 
bling about the New York and 
Pennsylvania primary results. 

Fifty-seven more delegates to 
the Republican national conven- 
tion will be chosen at four state 
conventions later this week. 

Arkansas—with 11 delegates— 
holds its state convention tomor- 
row with one of the chief con- 
tenders, Senator Robert A. Taft 
of Ohio, as the keynote speaker. 
Saturday conventions will be held 
in Colorado (18 delegates), Utah 
(14), and Arizona (14). 

Taft Optimistic. 

Taft told reporters that his 
prospects in all four states “look 
pretty good.” He said he expects 
to get seven and perhaps more of 
the Arkansas delegates. 

The campaign organization work- 
ing for Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower conceded Taft an. edge in 
Arkansas and Utah, but hoped to 
emerge with an even break or a 
majority from the four states as 
a whole, 

Taft and Eisenhower forces dis- 
puted the results of Tuesday's 
primaries in which New York Re- 
publicans elected 90 national con- 
vention delegates and Pennsylva-

Taft told reporters that he can} 
count on about 25 of the Pennsy]l- 


vania delegates now. He believed |. 


no more than 13 would follow 
Senator James H. Duff of Penn- 
sylvania, one of the national Ei- 
senhower campaign leaders. 

Deems Others Uncommitted. 

Taft said the remaining Penn- 
sylvania delegates .are “pretty 
well in Gov. (John) Fine’s camp 
—which means they are positively 
uncommitted.” 

Eisenhower supporters made no 
specific claims on the Pennsylva- 
nia delegates and insisted that no 
accurate estimates could be made 
yet. They predicted that the size 
of Eisenhower’s majority in the 
preferential vote would swing del- | 
egates to him. Taft was not en- 
tered in the preferential vote, but, 
with no open campaign, he polled 
nearly 173,000 write-in votes, a 
national record. 

In New York, the Eisenhower 
organization claimed 85 delegates 
and conceded only one to Taft, 
leaving four uncommitted.

General, in Chicago, Is Optimistic About 
Chances of Avoiding War

CHICAGO, April 24—Gen. Al- 
fred M. Gruenther is a brilliant, 
behind-the-scenes soldier whose 
four bright shoulder stars soon 
may be the hope of Europe's 
troubled skies. 
All indications are that Gen. 
Eisenhower wants Gen. Gruenther 
—who was in Chicago today—to 
succeed him as commander of 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion forces. 
Gen. Gruenther is Eisenhower's 
chief of staff at SHAPE (Supreme 
Headquarters, Allied Powers in 
Europe). 
He is only 52—young for a 
four-star general — and comes 
from Nebraska. 
Reports. from Paris indicate 
that Eisenhower favors Gruenther 
as next commander of both 
SHAPE and NATO after Eisen- 
hower returns to the United States 
and its political stage. | 
In a still, sunlight twenty-fifth 
floor hotel suite here, Gen. 
Gruenther explained what NATO 
means to him—and what he hopes 
it eventually will mean to all 
Americans. ‘s 
“Participation by the United 
States in NATO is the surest 
way for us to secure our best 
defense,” he said. 

Answers Questions. 
Then he answered—with in- 
tensity, but ease; assurance, but 
qualifications; statistics, but word- 
pictures—these questions: 

Should an American be com- 
mander of NATO again? 

Will administration of NATO 
change much im you _ succeed 
Eisenhower? 

Should we rearm Western 


tch 


Will Russia get tough? Is she 
ready to fight a global war? 

If not, can there be a lasting 
peace—a peace between two co- 
existing, powerful, totally di- 
vergent economies as we have 
in the United States and Rus- 
sia? 

If war comes, how can we 
end it? 

Last March Gen. Gruenther 

told the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee in Washington 
that he thought a European 
should succeed Eisenhower as 
chief of NATO if Eisenhower re- 
tired. 
The Eisenhower presidential 
boom was only a gentle rumble 
then. There were no strong indi- 
cations that Gen. Gruenther 
might be in line for the job with- 
in months. ’ 
Europeans Want American. 

“Do you still feel that way?” 
Gruenther was asked. 

“At that time I thought from 


a new commander. They haven't 
met yet.” 

Q.—“Actually, don’t many Eu- 
ropeans leaders favor you?” 

A.—‘“That speculation.” 

Gruenther indicated there would 
be no change in NATO admiinis- 
tration—at least none _ drastic 
enough to be felt on this side of 
the Atlantic—if he takés over. 

“I have been so close to the 
situation it is difficult to say what 
changes, if any, would be made,” 
he explained. 

On Rearming Germany. 

On the rearmament of Ger- 
many, he said: 

“Participation of Germany in 
the defense of Western Europe is 
very important—and it’s workable. 

“The alliance of France, The 
Netherlands, Belgium, Luxem- 
bourg, Italy and Western Ger- 
many would be a good one.” 

Q. “But is there no danger?” 

A. “I suppose there is a dan- 
ger, but it’s a choice of alterna- 
tives.” 

“Of the alternatives, it’s better 
to proceed with the rearmament,” 
the general said. 

“We must prevent war, and to 
accomplish this we must make ag- 
gression so unprofitable’ that 
there can be no war. 

“If proper political safeguards 
are obtained, rearmament of Ger- 
many is good. It will require wis- 
dom within the next few years, 
of course.” 

Chances of No War. 

Gruenther was optimistic about 
the Russians and their threat of 
war—optimistiec and almost dog- 
matic. 

“I don’t subscribe to the school 
of thought that war with Russia 
is inevitable,” he said. 

“There is a school of thought 
that the question of war is not 
‘if, but rather ‘when.’ I do not 
agree.” 

Q. “And the compatibility of 
the two worlds— Russian and 
American?” 

A. “I’m not naive—there can be 
a co-existence, but it will be 
a strained one.” 

Peace must ride on. the surf 
of ideas, information and actions 
to convince nations that the 
United States is a better step- 
father than Russia, Gruenther 
continued; this surf, if a strong 
one, can hinder outbreak of war. 

War of Ideas. 

‘In the cold war field, wé’re 
not nearly close enough to win- 
aan We haven’t gotten our 

eologies over to the 
that need them. Te 

“It’s harder to plan a peace 
than to plan a war. Russia, in 
getting its arguments across, had 
made a tremendous success.” 

Gen. Gruenther is a medium- 
sized, busy, immaculate man who 
wears his general’s stars with 
friendly lack of pomposity.

Army careers take different 
courses, and Gruenther’s has 
taken him into roles where he did 
lots of thinking, but remained vir- 
tually unheard of.

Mark Clark during the Salerno 
landing—he planned it, in fact— 
and has served as righthand man 
to headlined battle commanders 
since the beginning of World 
War II. 

His first service with Eisen- 
hower was in 1941, at Fort Sam 
Houston, near San Antonio. 

Eisenhower has drawn a little 
criticism for his lack of specific 
action in speeding racial integra- 
tion within the American forces 
in Europe. 

Integration is a “sound, work- 
able” practice that could be—and 
is being done—in the United 
States forces, Gruenther said. 

In summing up the NATO pro- 
gram, Gen. Gruenther explained: 
“We really have virtually no 
problem—with the exception of 
West Germany‘s rearmament— 
that could not be solved by ade- 
quate finances, ; 

“The people of Europe have ac- 
cepted the idea of collective 
authority. The problem there is 
taxes—how much the material re- 
sources of the countries. can 
stand without bringing about a 
deteriorating economy.”

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BRITAIN CUTS FOREIGN TRADE 
DEFICIT A THIRD IN QUARTER 


LONDON, April 24 (AP) — 
Higher exports enabled Britain 
to cut its overseas trade deficit 
by nearly a third in the first 
quarter this year. 

The Board of Trade announced 
today the adverse balance was 
$590,000,000, compared with 
$845,600,000—the average quar- 
terly deficit in 1951. Exports 
in the first quarter totaled $2,- 
010,400,000, of which $167,720,- 


000 went to the United States and 
Canada. Imports totaled $2,7$$,- 
200,000. 

The improved balance sheet 
was entirely due to an 11 per 
cent rise in exports. Although 
this nation is struggling to trim 
imports in an effort to pay its 
way in the world they remained 
at just about the same level as 
the 1951 average.

TRUMAN SAYS HE 
ONCE SENT RUSSIA 
AN ULTIMATUM

dates on this and found that 
Yugoslavia occupied Trieste for 
40 days, beginning in April 1945. 
In May of the same year, the 
United States and the United 
Kingdom told the Yugoslavs to 
get out of Trieste and they did. 
This apparently was what Truman 
referred to. 

Truman cited Iran and Trieste 

in discussing his emergency pow- 
ers with reporters. 
Truman volunteered the Iran- 
lan emergency as an example of 
one in which he took direct ac- 
tion, é 

He said he was able to deliver 
an ultimatum to the Russians be- 
cause the United States at that 
time had a mobilized Army and 


Navy, which it does not have at 
this time. 


Reporters poitned out that the 
word “ultimatum” is a precise 
diplomatic term which is one step 
short of war. The President said 
that was what he sent: an ulti- 
matum. He said he set a speci- 
fied date by which they would 
have to leave Iran. 

Calls Press Seizure Hooey. 

His statements resulted from 
questions about his press confer- 
ence last week at which many 
persons gained the impression 
that, if an emergency warranted, 
he would seize the press and 
radio. 

Truman said today he never has 
given any thought to seizing 
newspapers and radio stations and 
denounced as a lot of hooey any 
idea that he would. 

He said that a President has 
very great inherent powers to 
meet great national emergencies, 
but that he found it very difficult 
to imagine any situation under 
which seizure of the press and 
radio would be necessary, 


No Such Intention. 


Truman said that at no time 
did he state or mean to imply 
that he had any intention of do- 
ing so; that last week he was 
speaking only of the general wel- 
fare of the country. 


Since then, he said, there has 
been a lot of hooey about seizing 
newspapers and radio stations. 

The President did not re- 
nounce the idea that he would 
have inherent powers to do so 
in an emergency, however. With- 
out saying so directly, he took 
the attitude that there is no limit 
to a President’s inherent powers 
in a grave national emergency. 

Emergency in Steel.

Putnam said the $3-a-ton price 
boost for steel was all he could see 
the industry was entitled to un- 
der price stabilization rules.

The United States Chamber of

Their statement said the Presi- 
dent does not and could not have 
any “inherent powers under the 
Constitution because the Consti- 
tution specifically denies Consti- 
ers which have not been specific- 
ally designated.” 

Asserting that Congress is the 
only federal authority for de- 
termining “what is in the best 
interests of the people,” the 
Chamber’s statement added: 

“Not even the Congress... 
could constitutionally, and with- 
out violating their respective 
oaths of office, make the neces- 
sary appropriations and authorize 
the President to nationalize the 
industries of the United States, 
thereby converting this nation 
into a socialistic nation.”

PREACHER TWICE CONVICTED 
OF MURDER WINS RETRIAL 


ALBANY, N.Y., April 24 (AP) 
—The Court of Appeals yester- 
day ordered a third trial for the 
Rev. George P. Hetenyi, convicted 
twice of murdering his wife, and 
sentenced to death after his sec- 
ond trial. 

In a 4-3 decision, the state’s 

highest tribunal reversed the 
Episcopal clergyman’s conviction 
on a charge of first-degree mur- 
der at Rochester last May. 
_ Chief Judge John T. Loughran, 
in the majority opinion, said re- 
marks by the prosecutor in his 
summary had tended to make 
Hetenyi!s trial unfair. The judge 
referred to District Attorney 
Clarence J. Henry’s “repeated ac- 
centuation” of Hetenyi’s failure 
to take the stand and the prose- 
¢utor’s apparently intended re- 
flection on Hetenyi’s character 
by emphasizing his affiliations 
with several different religions. 

The order for a new trial came 
three years to the day after the 
body of Hetenyi’s wife was found 
in the Genesee river near Ro- 
chester. She had been shot 
twice.

F there is a teen-age boy in 
] sour family, you probably feel 
at times that you are marketing 
in wholesale lots. By the time you 
stock up on enough food to satisfy 
Junior’s appetite, you may wonder 
if you couldn’t qualify as purchas- 
ing agent for a restaurant. 
You—and your budget — may 
take a dim view of his monstrous 
appetite, but nutritionists think 
that it’s just dandy. Family food 
plans worked out by the United 
States Department of Agricul- 
ture’s Bureau of Human Nutrition 
and Home Economics allot the 
boy from.13 to 20 years more 
food than older or younger mem- 
-s of the family. 


“The extra cost of feeding him 
well is a good investment in 
health,” they point out; a thought 
which we hope you find consoling 
wong you pay the monthly food 

s. 


According to these experts, the 
geen-age boy needs at least a 
quayt of milk a day (or its equiv- 
alent in dairy foods and ice 
cream) to supply calcium- for 

rowing bones. Also jot down on 
a marketing list three and one- 
half to four pounds of leafy green 
and yellow vegetables for his 
weekly requirements, plus three 
to three-and-one-half pounds of 
citrus fruits or tomatoes. Check 
carefully on this last item, as 
studies show that teen-age boys 
are likely to run low on vitamin

Fresh Orange Chiffon Cake. 
Two and one-fourth cups sifted 
cake flour. 
One and one-half cups sugar. 
Three teaspoons double acting 
baking powder. 
One teaspoon salt. 
One-half cup salad oil. 
Five unbeaten egg yolks. 
Grated peel of two oranges. 
Two tablespoons fresh orange 
juice plus water to make three- 
fourths cup. 
One cup egg whites (seven. to 
eight). 
One-half teaspoon cream of tar- 


ar. 

Sift together into large bowl, 
cake flour, sugar, baking powder 
and salt. Make a well and add 
oil, then add egg yolks, orange 
peel and orange juice. Beat with 
spoon until smooth. Whip egg 
whites with cream of tartar until 
very stiff peaks form. These 
should be stiffer than beaten egg 
whites for angel cake or mer- 
ingues. Pour egg yolk mixture 
gradually over egg whites, gently 
folding with rubber scraper until 
blended. Do not stir. Pour into 
ungreased 10-inch tube pan. Bake 
65 minutes at 325 degrees Fah- 
renheit. Immediately turn pan 
upside down placing tube over 
funnel. Let hang in this position 
until cool. Loosen from sides with 
spatula. 

Fluffy Orange Frosting. 

Cream oné and one-half three- 
ounce packages of cream cheese 
until light and fluffy. Grad- 
ually add two and one-fourth cups 
sifted confectioners sugar. Beat 
well and stir in grated peel of 
two oranges (about one and one- 
half tablespoons). If too thick 
to spread, soften with few drops 
of orange juice. 

Strawberry Jam Cake. 

Three cups sifted enriched 
flour. 
Three teaspoons baking powder. 
One teaspoon salt. 
One teaspoon cinnamon. 
One teaspoon cloves. 
One teaspoon allspice. 
Three-fourths cup shortening. 
One and one-half cups sugar. 
Four eggs, separated. 
One cup strawberry jam. 
One-half cup milk. 
One-half cup broken pecans. 
Two teaspoons vanilla extract.

The 
‘Government is running about 
3,000,000 checks behind last year 
in its refund work. : 


Treasury officials told a re- 
porter today the Revenue Bureau 
is giving refund requests a closer 
scruntiny than usual this year, 
thus causing a lag. | 

However, the rate of output is 
stepping up rapidly. Paul Ban- 
ning, chief disbursing officer for 
the Treasury, estimated about 
8,000,000 checks would be mailed 
in April and 9,000,000 in May. 

From the start of the fiscal 
year last July 1 through April 17, 
the Treasury dropped 16,2000 re- 
fund checks into the mail. Dur- 
ing the corresponding period last 
year, it sent out 18,900,000 indi- 
vidual income tax refunds. 

The average refund is bigger 
this year—$60.72 compared with 
$50.58 last year. The dollar 
total through April 17 this year 
was 983,000,000 compared with 
945,000,000 at the corresponding 
point last year. 

Officials expect this pattern to 
continue for the year as a whole— 
fewer but bigger refund checks. 
They estimate taxpayers will get 
back from the Government 30,- 
250,000 checks this year totaling 
$2,100,000,000. Last year the Gov- 
ernment paid out 31,000,000 
checks totaling two billion dollars.

In a speech before the thirty- 
first annual luncheon of the Na- 


tional Council of American Im- 
porters, Inc., Thorp, in charge 


Department, attacked restrictions 
on international trade in the 
United States. 

He warned that American con- 
sumers and taxpayers will suffer 
if American interests continue to 
seek protection for foreign com- 
petition. The best interests of 
American taxpayers will be 
served by “having the widest 
choice of goods available at the 
lowest possible price,” Thorp 
said. 

Restrictions of Two Types. 

He said that trade restrictions 
are of two types, those which ad- 
vance some declared public pol- 
icy and those which “satisfy spe- 
cial interest groups.” 

In the fir class, Thorp said 
countries sometimes protect in- 
fant industries with special tar- 
iffs. Such protection, he declared, 
could become a “real danger” 
when provided too long and cited 
“our own chemicals industry ... 
where the incidence of the tariff 
rates is in many cases well over

100 per cent.” 

He said interference with for- 
eign trade may be used to enforce 
a domestic policy or program as 
illustrated in this country by tar- 
iffs designed to protect high Unit- 
ed States agricultural prices. 

The special interest groups are 
particularly demanding now, 
Thorp contended, because for a 
long period United States indus- 
try has had “automatic protection 
in many fields.” 

Many Foreign Exports Cut. 

“During the past 10 years,” he 
said, “our own production has ex- 
panded at a time when many his- 
torical foreign sources have been 
unable to produce any substantial 
quantities for export.

Taft and Eisenhower Factions 
Each Elect Four Dele- 
dates at Large. , 


ALEXANDRIA, La., April 24 
(AP)—Louisiana Republicans will 
carry direct to the party’s nation- 
al convention their split over sup- 
port of Senator Robert Taft of 
Ohio and Gen. Dwight Eisenhower 
for the presidential nomination. 

Ten of the state’s 15 seats will 
be contested before the conven- 
tion. Of the five apparently un- 
contested seats, three are held by 
pro-Eisenhower forces and two by 
the pro-Taft faction. 

Until yesterday only 11 of the 


.| State’s 15 delegates had been 


elected. These 11 had been chosen 
in conventions in each of the 
state’s eight congressional dis- 
tricts. Several. rival delegations 
had been elected in various dis- 
tricts so the pro-Eisenhower 
forces claimed a 9-to-2 lead 
among the 11 while the pro-Taft 
people claimed a 6-to-5 lead. 

A state convention of 11 dele- 
gates was held here yesterday to 
elect four delegates to the na- 
tional convention from the state 
at large, completing the total of 
15 delegates allowed Louisiana in 
the national convention. 

Both the Eisenhower and Taft 
factions each elected delegates. 

“We'll leave it up to the na- 
tional convention credentials 
committee to determine the legal 
delegates from Louisiana,” said 
John Minor Wisdom, New Orleans 
attorney and Eisenhower leader. 

“The Eisenhower forces held a 
rump meeting to take things in 
their own hands, irrespective of 
the convention,” said John E. 
Jackson of New Orleans, leader of 
the Taft forces and longtime head 
- hm party organization in the 
state.

TO KILL CROPS IN 
MALAYA ASSAILED 


LONDON, April 24 (AP)—Brit- 
ain’s use of a plant-killer weapon 
in Malaya against Communist 
guerrillas in the jungle raised a 
Laborite protest in the House of 
Commons yesterday. 


The colonial affairs minister, 
A. T. Lennox-Boyd, defended use 
of the weapon. He said spraying 
of the weed-killer to clear road- 
sides and level crops was an ex- 
periment which seemed likely to 
be successful in ending “this 
calamitous war.” 

The chemicals, which are not 
poisonous to human beings or ani- 
mals, are being used in small 
bombs. They are classed as “hor- 
mone plant killers,” a Royal Air 
Force spokesman in Kuala Lum- 
pur said recently. 

Laborite W. J. Field demanded 
in the House that the government 
halt “mass destruction of village 
crops” in Malaya.

BENTON DENIES LIBEL {$1,700,000 AWARDED 


UREERS FOR 0ST LAND 


8,000,000 Acres Taken From 
Tribe in 1814 by 
Government.

WASHINGTON, April 24 (AP) 
~The Indian Claims Commission 
has awarded the Creek tribe of 
Oklahoma $1,700,000 for 8,000,000 
acres of land taken from them 
under a treaty signed in 1854, 

Paul M. Niebell, attorney for 
the tribe, will confer with the 
tribe to see if the members want 
to accept the award or to appeal 
for a larger amount. : 

Niebell said the Indians gave 
up 25,000,000 acres of land in 


—_, 


under the treaty but the award 
by the commission concerns only 
the 8,000,000 acres. 

If no appeal is taken, he said, 
the $1,700,000 will be put in trust 
for the Indians and Congress will 


have to decide whether the money 


will be divided among the 18,000 
members of the tribe or held for 
the tribe as a whole. 

“Offsets,” or money previously 
spent by the Government on the 
Indians, amounting to $300,000, 
will be deducted from the total 
award. 

The treaty grew out of the war 
of 1812. Some Creek Indians, 
then living in Alabama, Georgia 
and Mississippi, sided with the 
British. The United States Gov- 
ernment finally sent troops there 
to put down the rebellion. 

Gen. Andrew Jackson Jater was 
sent there to conclude a. treaty 
with the Creeks. They contended 
that Jackson threatened them if 
they did not agree to cede the 
25,000,000 acres of land as in- 
demnity and that they signed un- 
der protest. They received no 
compensation for the land. 

Niebell said the Government 
sold the land for $32,000,000.

The answer is probably no, not yet, for while he has produced 
miracles in the build-up of-.strength in Western Europe, the Rus- 
sians still have an enormous advantage in reserves and air power. 


The fact that we now have in 
Western Germany almost as many 
troops as the Russians have in 
Eastern Germany has produced 
an illusion of equality. Actually 
there is no margin of safety. Al- 
lied reserve forces that should 
be available by D plus 3 and D 
plus 30 exist mainly on paper 
while the Red Army’s 175 divi- 
sions are in being. 

At Lisbon in February the At- 
lantic Council pledged 50 divi- 
sions to Eisenhower by the end 
of the year, not counting Greek 
and Turkish units. That figure 
may be optimistic. The United 
States has no immediate plan for 
increasing its present force of six 
divisions in Germany. The British 
plan to bring only two of their 
12 territorial divisions to a. de- 
gree of effectiveness where,.in a 
crisis, they could reinforce the 
four British divisions in Ger- 
many. The French, bled by the 
war in Indochina, have been 
obliged to scale down their prom- 
ised contribution. 


Little Time to Mobilize. 
Swift mobilization of adequate 
reserves is now the most pressing 
problem. Until recently Ejisen- 
hower’s headquarters was preoc- 
cupied with the immediate neces- 
sity of creating a force strong 


NATO “Wise Men” of not carry- 
ing a fair share of the financial 
burden, retorted with righteous 
anger that they had fulfilled all 
their military obligations to 
SHAPE on schedule. Moreover 
Belgium was the only continental 
country which had raised its con- 
scription to two years of service 
as SHAPE had urged as a gen- 
eral rule.

French Reserves. 

At the moment France could 
provide five reserve divisions as 
line reinforcement by D plus 3. 
Remaining reserve formations 
have little equipment—American 
arms deliveries have been slow— 
and could not be effective rein- 
forcement for lack of adequate 
training. 

The Belgians, Dutch and Scan- 
dinavians lack organization for 
swift mobilization. In theory Bel- 
gium and The Netherlands should 
be able to provide three reserve 
divisions each by D plus 30, with 
Norway and Denmark together 
providing one division by that 
time. But training schedules have 
been disrupted by shortage of 
arms and a dearth of officers. 

So unless mobilization plans are 
drastically revised the Atlantic 
army’s covering force would soon 
be swamped by the Red Army 
if they were attacked this sum- 


mer. 

Of the 175 Russian divisions, 
60 are reported in reserve be- 
tween Koenigsberg (now Kalin- 
grad) and Minsk; they could be 
moved up rapidly to join the 22 
Red divisions now in East Ger- 
many. They would reach the front 
long before the arrival of any 
major reinforcement from the 
United States. and Canada. 

Red Air Superiority. 

If war were to start this sum- 
mer, and assuming there was no 
big advance build-up by the Red 
Army in Germany, the Allied 
forces probably would face fairly 
equal odds on the ground with 
the Russians enjoying some ad- 
vantage in the air. But by D plus 
10 the odds would weigh heavily 
against the Allies, both on the 
ground and in the air. The Rus- 
sians could deploy 10,000 first- 
line tactical aircraft against the 
West, giving them a decisive tac- 
tical superiority over the battle- 
field.

Art, Self-Judged

Your Mr. H. D. (Howard Derrickson) 
fs to be complimented upon the excel- 
lent job of reporting which he did on 
the Artists’ Guild first exhibition. 

He was, for instance, quick to point 
out that the 11-member jury of portrait 
painters had itself contributed 31 out of 


a total of 40 works displayed. “The re- | 


maining nine works were winnowed 
from 33 submitted by 23 other artists,” 
he noted. 

It seems odd to have the first Art- 
ists’ Guild exhibition restricted to com- 
micsioned portraits, finished in 1950, 
51 and 52, judged by 10 competitive 
artists. But when they themselves select 
for display 31 of their own works out of 
a total of 40, the gimmick becomes ap- 
parent, especially when one realizes 
that some of these same jurors suc- 
ceeded in having as many as four of 
their own portraits exhibited. One juror 
did not submit a painting. 

“Some entries, such as Fred James 
Carpenter’s ‘Marion’ were excluded 
with regret merely because their colors 
did not harmonize with the display as 
a whole.” If there is anything notewor- 
thy of the exhibition, it is that the col- 
ors on ‘display could not possibly har- 
monize together. 

By contrast, Carpenter’s work, while 
modern jin treatment, uses only a grey- 
white upon an eggplant background, 
surely a modest combination. The like- 
ness, furthermore is excellent and the 
mood of the sitter perfectly caught. 

We are pleased beyond description 
with Carpenter’s portrait—in fact would 
not have parted with it long enough to

Next Step in Steel 


In ordering steel price ceilings increased by 
nearly $3 a ton, the Government is doing what 
it has clear authority to do. It would have this 
authority, under the Defense Production Act as 
modified by the Capehart amendment, whether 
it was running the steel mills or not, 

The next step, apparently, is to be an order 
increasing the wages of the steelworkers, which 
may be expected next week unless a settlement 
of the dispute miraculously intervenes. This is 
something that could not be done if the Govern- 
ment had not seized the industry. 

That step, if it comes, will be in an entirely 
different category from the price decision. For 
while the law authorizes the Government to put 
a ceiling on wage increases, as on prices, it does 
not authorize the Government to fix the wage 
scale in any given industry. It was the obvious 
intent of the law to provide that wage scales 
shall be fixed by voluntary agreement of the 
parties to a wage contract, within the limits set 
by stabilization policies. 

& pe + 

If President Truman imposes on the steel in- 
dustry a wage settlement which the owners and 
managers of the industry have refused to accept, 
he will be acting not under any particular law 
but under his inherent powers. Whether those in- 
herent powers legally authorize him to seize the 
steel industry and usurp the prerogatives of its 
management is seriously questioned, and can 
only be settled in the courts. But quite apart 
from the legal question, there are two strong 
reasons why the Administration should avoid this 
far-reaching step. 

One is that to impose a wage settlement, le- 
gally or illegally, changes the rules in the mid- 
dle of the game. The Wage Stabilization Board 
was set up to make recommendations that would 
not be binding on either party. By imposing a 
settlement in this case, the Government will 
make them binding. In effect it will. substitute 
compulsory arbitration for voluntary mediation. 


The second reason is that so far-reaching a 
principle as Government wage-fixing should not 
be established offhand, by the executive acting 
alone, as the incidental result of a single indus- 
trial dispute. If any such principle is to be es- 
tablished it should be by fully deliberate action 
of Congress and the President together. 
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What, then, is the alternative? In all fairness 
it should be recognized that if the Government 
simply prolonged the seizire and froze the old 
wage scale, the steelworkers would be subjected 
to the same kind of injustice which is involved 
in imposing a settlement on management. They 
would then be denied their rights of free con- 
tract just as management is denied the same 
right by a dictated wage policy. 

A negotiated settlement remains the better al- 
ternative. If that proves impossible, the choice 
will lie between a dictated wage increase and 
turning the industry back to its owners for a 
settlement by free collective bargaining. 


Ending the seizure means facing the risk of a 
strike. But it is a risk that may have to be faced 
as preferable to embarking on the dangerous 
path of Government wage-fixing. Mr. Truman 
seized the steel industry because uninterrupted 
production was vital to defense. He must now 
ask himself whether uninterrupted steel produc- 
tion is more important than the far-reaching con- 
sequences that would follow such a tremendous 
expansion of executive power.

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The Waechter Story 


The Waechter story is a good example of the 
loose threads which investigators have picked 
out of an intricate skein of political influence in 
the Federal Government. 

James A. Waechter, St. Louis attorney, men- 
tioned many names in his testimony before a 
Senate subcommittee. The names run from one 
‘agency to another and from the present back 
some years into the past. And all this comes from 
the tale of how one man says he earned a 
$25,000 fee for doing “virtually nothing.” 

Waechter says he got the fee for helping J. D. 
Streett and Co. to get surplus buildings and land 
at Jefferson Barracks. What did he do to earn 
the money? He says all he did was to telephone 
the late Robert E. Hannegan and a government 
agency to “expedite” the deal. 

At that time Hannegan had retired from offi- 
cial life but was still a man of influence. He had 
been Commissioner of Internal Revenue, Demo- 
cratic National Chairman and Postmaster Gen- 
eral. But when Waechter allegedly approached 
him Hannegan was associated with Fred Saigh 
Jr. in managing the St. Louis Cardinals. Saigh 
is now under indictment for income tax evasion. 

Waechter’s story is that Hannegan told him 
the Streett deal would “go through normal chan- 
nels.” And when it did, Waechter says, he in- 
tended to split his fee with Hannegan, but Han- 
negan did not want the money. So, he says, he 
lent $4000 of it to former Congressman Raymond 
W. Karst. 

This angle produced further names. Karst, 
Waechter says, got the money through Lee Schu- 
macher of Kirkwood. Karst says Hannegan talked 
with him several times about the Streett matter, 
but is hazy about the details. As for Schumacher, 
he declined to answer most questions put to him. 
He is already under indictment for perjury grow- 
ing out of the inquiry into James P. Finnegan, 
ex-revenue collector and once Waechter’s law 
partner. And Finnegan is under prison sentence. 

That is the Waechter story as far as it goes, 
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and it has been referred by the Senate to the 
Justice Department to see how far it might go. 
But as it stands the testimony touches on a host 
of officials and agencies which have seemed, 
until the last year or so, largely above criticism. 
But with scandals in tax matters, surplus prop- 
erty, government lending and in the Justice De- 


partment, itself the guardian of public ethics, 


the course of recent history {§ catching up with 
men who have held power and misused influence. 
And official obstructionism and efforts to cover 
up, which Federal District Judge George H. 
Moore has assailed, have failed to bury the past. 

One thread leads to another. Where will it all 
end? 
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Mr. Truman’s New Reversal 

President Truman’s change of mind about 
submitting a plan to merge the flood control 
and other civil functions of the Army Engineers 
with the Interior Department is all too typical 
of the course he has long followed. 

As Vice President, apparently committed in 
his campaign promises to a regional development 


corporation for the Missouri Valley, he had a 


bill providing for just that killed in committee. 
As presiding officer of the Senate he referred a 
Missouri Valley Authority bill to a committee 
which would not ordinarily have been expected 
to handle it, and which could have been expected 
to destroy it without a fair hearing. 


‘Since then Mr. Truman has indicated at one 
time that he is drastically dissatisfied with the 
present Pick-Sloan plan, and at another time 
that he thinks it is doing the job all right except 
that it is not getting enough money from Con- 
gress fast enough. At one time he has proposed 
creation of an MVA, and at no time has he 
worked to bring it about. 


From outside looking in, a citizen could only 
surmise that the President is either very much 
confused or, despite a seeming confusion, is de- 
termined to keep the Pick-Sloan plan in effect. 
For the effect of his contradictory moves during 
the last seven years has been to keep Pick-Sloan 
rocking along despite its shortcomings. 


Is that the best Mr. Truman can do for the 
Missouri Valley? 
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First in the American League 
It may be the technicality of an unfinished 
game that puts the Browns in first place, but 
there was no technicality about Bobby Cain’s 
one-hitter that made it two in a row over Cleve- 
land. His near-perfect game was better than 
Bob Feller’s near-perfect game by the margin 
between a single and a triple and the difference 
between one run and a shutout. We are still 
rubbing our eyes. If the Browns can win with 
hitting and win with pitching and win with field- 

ing, that would seem to make them a ball club. 
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_New Attack on a Gerrymander 

How can the people of St. Louis and St. Louis 
county knock out the gerrymandered state sena- 
torial districts that threaten them with inade- 
quate and unfair representation at Jefferson 
City? So far, every legal approach to that ques- 
tion has led up a blind alley. The fight has been 
disheartening, but it is still not over. 


This is clear from the attack being made by 
Paul W. Preisler, former city chairman of the 
Socialist party. Now that the St. Louis Election 
Board has refused to permit his filing as a non- 
partisan candidate for State Senator at large 
from the city, he is in position to head for the 
courts. He says he will seek a declaratory judg- 
ment in Circuit Court on the grounds the new 
districts violate constitutional requirements. 


The suit is well worth pressing home. Whether 
a final determination can be made before the 
coming primary or general elections is a ques- 
tion. The effect of a favorable ruling prior to 
those dates is even more of a question. But in 
any event, a successful conclusion of the suit 
would force the Election Board to redraw the 
districts before the elections of 1954. Even that 
would be some relief. 
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A Bit of Blowing Up 


If ever a presidential statement was magni- 
fied out of its true importance, it is the one 
which President Truman made in answer to a 
question about “seizing” the press. The blowing 
up has continued until Julius Ochs Adler, vice 
president and general manager of The New York 
Times, introduced a resolution at the meeting 
of the American Newspaper Publishers’ Associa- 
tion in condemnation of the remark, 


In fairness to Mr. Truman it must be said that 
he volunteered no statement whatever about tak- 
ing over the press. After answering questions 
about the steel industry seizure, at the press 
conference when members of the American So- 
ciety of Newspaper Editors were present, the 
President was then asked if he thought it would 
be proper to seize the press under his inherent 
powers. 

Mr. Truman’s answer was that circumstances 
at a given time would determine whether seiz- 
ure of information facilities was necessary. He 
said this mildly and there was no indication that 
he was doing any more than recognizing that 
some grave emergency might require the gov- 
ernment to assume responsibilities which it 
would ordinarily not think of taking. 


Yet that very temperate reply to the loaded 
question gave rise to a terrific hue and cry. A 
week later the denunciations are more strident 
than ever. This is a comment not on the vigi- 
lance of the press, but rather on its habit of 
running in a pack. There is so much in the world 
these days, in this country for that matter, for 
our newspapers to worry about that it ill be- 
hooves the press to get so steamed up over a 
manufactured issue. 
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Political Love Is Also Blind 


From Seward, Alaska, comes the news that all 


three delegates from Alaska to the Republican 
‘national convention will be supporters of Sena- 


tor Robert A. Taft. 

This is more than a little interesting since the 
senior Senator from Ohio was one of those who 
made possible the 45-to-44 defeat of the bill to 
admit Alaska to the Union last February. In fact 
had Mr. Republican voted against sending the 
admission bill back to committee it would have 
survived that test by one vote. 

Thus the stand of Senator Taft made the dif- 
ference between keeping the Alaskan issue alive 
and burying it in committee. Had he voted 
against pigeonholing, the admission bill might 
by now have been passed by Congress. 

Perhaps if dogsled, snowshoe runners and 
every other means of communication are used, 
word of how Senator Taft stands on Alaska may 
get to the G.O.P. delegates before they set out 
for the Republican convention in July, They 
really ought to know how their man feels about 


them. 
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Heresy and an Art Teacher

No such shocking instance of official de- 
nial of liberty to the arts and to an indi- 
vidual has arisen in a long time as the 
case of Dr. Luella Raab Mundel, former 
head of the art department at Fairmont 
State College in Fairmont, W. Va. 


Dr. Mundel was discharged from her 
post last December by the State Board of 
Education after its vice president, a Mrs. 
Thelma Brand Loudin, had accused the 
teacher of being ‘“‘a poor security risk” and 
“an atheist?’ The issue centered largely 
on the latter charge 
(the FBI had investi- 
gated the former one 
to the extent that the 
president of Dr. 

Mundel’s college was 
able to recommend 
that she be reap- 
pointed with an in- 


’ crease in pay). 


To the question, 
“Are you an athe- 
ist?”, Dr. Mundel 
had replied, “I avoid 
doctrinaire and dog- 
matic theories such . 
as ‘Atheism.’ Ihave {yells Reab Mundel. 
no proof of the non- 
existence of a supreme being. On the 
other hand, I have no proof of the ex- 
istence of a deity; and so I wish to with- 
hold an opinion on the matter.” 


Comment on this statement comes from 
The Commonweal, — nationally-circulated 
Catholic liberal weekly, which deserves 
great credit for the space and support it 
has given Dr. Mundel’s case: “ ‘Agnostic’ 
would seem to be the proper word for Dr. 
Mundel.” 


Since Dr. Mundel had lost her job, and 
since her fellow faculty members were 
threatened with the loss of their jobs if 
they signed a petition in her behalf, her 
only recourse toward rehabilitation was a 
libel suit against Mrs. Loudin, her slan- 
derer as well as her judge on the Board 
of Education. From The Commonweal’s 
report in its issue of March 7, the trial of 


this suit turned out to be a tragical 
travesty of justice. 

Dr. Mundel, obviously in a highly nerv- 
ous condition and without funds because 
of her dismissal, was subjected to dis- 
graceful persecution by Mrs. Loudin’s 
counsel, United States Senator Matthew 
Neely, who dragged in enough extraneous 
discussion of religious and political beliefs 
to amount to something between the con- 
duct of a prosecutor at the Moscow trials 
and that of a Grand Inquisitor at a To- 
ledo auto-da-fe. 

The degree of the judge’s impartiality 
may be measured by the fact that he sus- 
tained Senator Neely’s objection to Dr. 
Mundel’s counsel reading the following 
passage from the Constitution of the State 
of West Virginia: “No religious or political 
test oath shall be required as a pre- 
requisite or qualification to vote, serve as 
a juror, sue, plead, appeal or pursue any 
profession or employment.” 

The case finally ended in a mistrial, 
declared because the judge agreed with 
Senator Neely’s fear that the jurors could 
not help being influenced by a public 
statement made during its course by Fa- 
ther Edward Luckenbill, pastor of the 
Fairmont Episcopal Church, referring to 
the trial as ‘“‘a farce” and saying that it 
“smacks loudly of all the bad traits of 
the Inquisition and the Crucifixion.” 

So Dr. Mundel has not had her chance 
at recuperation. She is now, The Com- 
monweal says, “so broke and upset” that 
she may never be able to take up the suit 
again. 

It is true that this case goes so far 
beyond the matter of Dr. Mundel’s pro- 
fession that it is a subject for protest by 
judicial and _ civil-liberties organizations. 
But Dr. Mundel is an art teacher and, by 
the testimony of the president of her col- 
lege, a good one. 

It would seem that one long step to- 
ward her restitution is to offer her a new 
post where she would be judged by the 
standards of her profession rather than 
by the taboos of bigotry. 


More Scientists for America 
From The Kansas City Star 


A belated start on making sure that the 
nation has ample numbers of trained sci- 
entists will materialize this year. The Na- 
tional Science Foundation has named the 
first 624 graduate students who will be 
enabled to undertake advanced studies 
with the aid of Government funds. This 
trail-breaking group was chosen from 
about 3000 applicants with ambitions to 
be biologists, chemists, physicists, engi- 
neers, mathematicians, agronomists, geol- 
ogists, astronomers or anthropologists. 

The aim is to supplement but not to 
replace the training of other scientists. 
The Nationa] Science Foundation created 
by Congress itself operates on a rather 
modest annual budget of three and one- 
half million dollars. Of this, $1,400,000 is 
to be spent on fellowships. The academic 
records, references and competitive ratings 


of the fellowship winners indicate the 
money will be well spent. 


All told, the United States lately has 
been spending some two and one-half bil- 
lion dollars a year for research and de- 
velopment—with the Government paying 
60 to 70 per cent of the total cost. But 
even this outlay for laboratory and testing 
work (with a heavy accent on military 


requirements) has not been assurance that 


there will be plenty of young, qualified 
scientists coming along year after year. 


The new scholarship plan should supply 
a large share of the human resources 
needed if scientific gains are to be main- 
tained steadily by this country. And we 
must have them as the means to a health- 
jer population and improved living stand- 
ards as well as for our defense program. 


Gadget on a Rampage

All peoples who. live on anything like 
the modern scale are familiar with the al- 
ways annoying and sometimes devastating 
results when some one of our elaborate 
gadgets goes beserk and on a rampage. 
The more complicated the device, as a 
general rule, the more pervasive and re- 
markable the effect when it suddenly de- 
cides to disregard buttons, switches, 
brakes and the like and operate without 
restraint, 

Maybe the most remarkable scene ever 

uced by a gadget on the loose has 

n reported from Odense, Denmark. At 
a-theater there “Die Fledermaus” was be- 
ing uced on a modern revolving stage. 


For reason’s still not fully understood, 
the stage’s machinery suddenly decided to 
yield to no compulsion except its own. It 
went crazy and the naturally startled audi- 
ence saw prison, ballroom and other 
scenes spin by dizzily until an operator put 
a stop and desist order into effect. 


Come to think of it, the spinning stage 
and the succession of varied scenes is not 
too different from much else in life as 
lived in 1952. In Odense the show later 
went ahead with the stage moved around 
and around by hand and slowly. Whether 
that is possible in the theater of existence 
is a matter uncertain and not apt to be 
proved. 


Between Book Ends 


Distorted Book on India 


INDIA AND BRITISH IMPERIALISM, by Gorham D. 
Sanderson. (Bookman Associates. 388 pgs., $4.50.) 
The account of the British record in 

India given in this book resembles noth- 
ing so much as the sort of stuff produced 
by the propagandists of the Indian Con- 
gress party during the campaign for In- 
dian independence. It is wholly unworthy 
of an American scholar, as the author of 
this volume purports to be. 

The Congress propagandist used to paint 
India before the coming of the British as 
a sort of Paradise before thé Fall; all 
India’s woes were laid at Britain’s door. 
The account given by Dr. Sanderson (who 
is described as a member of the history 
department of the City College of New 
York) is not a whit different. Even a 
person with an elementary knowledge of 
the history of India knows what a false 
picture of that history is conveyed by a 
statement like the following: 

“The people of India, living their con- 
tented and productive lives for many cene- 
turies in thousands of small republics, 
owed much of their happiness and pros- 
perity in pre-British India to the enlight- 
ened, just and wise revenue laws and 
practices which the free Indian Govern- 
ment permitted them to enjoy. There is 
no question as to India’s prosperity pre- 
vious to the British invasion."\ 

The Oxford History of India lists five 
major famines which devastated india 
prior to the establishment of British rule 
as well as innumerable foreign invasions, 
culminating in the Mogul conquest. Yet 
one would never imagine from reading 
these pages that there had ever been a 
war or an invasion or a famine prior to 
British rule. “Hindu laws and customs,” 
says this writer, “protected the people 
from the cruel ravages of war’—and to 
support the assertion he quotes an au- 
thority of 310 B.C.! 

a * ~ 

Among his more fantastic statements we 
find the following: “The supreme advan- 
tage which the people of India enjoyed 
under all governments previous to British 
rule was that they were governed by resi- 
dent sovereigns whose interests and loyal- 
ties were solely. devoted to India.” 

When he comes to deal with the British 
he first predates the beginning of British 
dominion by 68 years, then he makes the 
egregious error of depicting the conquest 
as planned and deliberate, omits any men- 
tion of the real “villain of the piece” so 
far as initiating European imperialism in 
India is concerned—namely, the French 
Dupleix—and goes on to talk of “200 years 
of English wars and imperialist aggres- 
sion.” There is not a word suggesting that 
the London merchants of the East India 
Company may not have wanted an empire 
at all, or indicating that it was actually 
thrust upon them against their orders by 
over-ambitious and self-seeking employes. 

In other words, a better job of distort- 
ing and falsifying history could scarcely 
be done. Mixed in with the fiction there is 
mu¢h fact, and it is this kind of concoction 
that is, of course, the most dangerous. 
If it were all fiction it would be just a 
joke. There are, as any informed person 
knows, sOme very dark chapters in the 
story of Britain's relations with India. The 
British made some terrible mistakes and 
perpetrated some gross injustices upon the 
Indian people. Such things as the English 
ruling caste system (as odious in its way 
as the Hindu caste system), the exclusion 
of Indians from the government, and the 
destruction of indigenous institutions can 
be wunqualifiedly condemned. However, 
readers should be allowed to know the 
record as it is with nothing extenuated 
and nothing set down in malice.

-|cipient cause of deformity.” 


Dr. Brodie cited a case: of a 
woman golfer’ who habitually 
forced her tongue against her 
front teeth in making golf shots. 
Her teeth, previously normal, 
were inclined outward by the ten- 
sion and the deformity had to 
be corrected. 

While some pediatricians hold 
that a child’s thumb-sucking habit 
should not be interfered with be- 
cause its psyche might be dam- 
aged, Dr. Brodie observed, there 
is no question among informed 
medical men that the physical ef- 
fects of the habit can be harmful.

Principle vs. Diplomacy.

The Variety ls Almost Inexhaustible; Some Favorite Recipes 


By Hoyt Alden 


ICKING up where we left off 
Pox the subject of barbecuing 

and outdoor cooking (which 
terms seem to have become inter- 
changeable) we would like to say 
a few words on the subject of 
sauces, 


First, however, we want to cor- 
rect the impression that the sauce 
makes the barbecue. It’s mighty 
important, but there are a lot 
of other things to be taken into 
consideration, not the least of 
which is the charcoal. It’s long 
been recognized that. hickory im- 
parts a flavor to barbecue that no 


other wood provides, and down © 


South where they barbecue from 
the ground up, so to speak, start- 
ing with one steer and one tree, 
the tree is always hickory. 


However, for us city folks, who 
barbecue on a somewhat more 
modest scale, a tree, or even parts 
of a tree, are impractical. Conse- 
quently modern science has come 
to our rescue with a hickory 
charcoal. It’s pressed charcoal 
and it imparts the same flavor as 
you would get if you went out 
and chopped down a hickory tree. 

Now to get back to sauces; the 
subject is inexhaustible and there 
are more recipes for sauce float- 
ing around the country than there 
are Truman jokes. Barbecue is 
associated with the South, and 
some of the best sauces come 
from that region. Down in Texas, 
for instance, where they barbecue 
everything up to (and for all I 
know including) pancakes, they 
make a sauce like this: 

Combine a bottle of catsup, a 
fourth of a bottle of chili sauce, 
a half a bottle of beefsteak sauce, 
a fourth of a bottle of Worcester- 
shire sauce, a teaspoon of chili 
powder, a half a teaspoon of pre- 
pared mustard, a half a large 
onion, chopped; a half a teaspoon 
of fresh horseradish, a small bay- 
leaf, a Clove of garlic, the juice 
of one and a half lemons, one 
eighth of a cup of vinegar, one 
half a cup of sugar, a half a tea- 
spoon of paprika, a half a tea- 
spoon of salt, a half a teaspoon of 
black pepper and a fourth of a 
teaspoon of red pepper. 

When you have everything in, 
stir it well, put it on the stove 


make a big batch, so unless you’re 
planning to barbecue a steer, bet- 
ter cut it _ to size. 
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IF YOU'VE NEVER barbecued 
fish, now’s a good time to start. 
Here’s an excellent sauce which 
is delicious on red snapper, white 
fish or bass: 

Saute a couple of tablespoons 
of chopped onion in a tablespoon 


- of butter until it’s golden brown.

and heat it, then take out the 
bay leaves and garlic and it’s 
ready to use. Remember, I told 
you this is a Texas barbecue 
sauce, 
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HERE’S ANOTHER TEXAS 
recipe, and it’s strong enough to 
buck. Bear in mind that down in 
Texas when they barbecue they 
do it on a big scale and they 
make the sauce in huge quantities. 
You can divide the quantities 
given according to your needs. 

This one starts out with some 
spice water which is made by 
putting a handful of bay leaves ‘in 
a cup of water along with a tea- 


spoon of allspice and a dozen 
whole cloves. Let it simmer for 
five minutes, then strain it. — 
Now cut up four onions real 
fine and saute them in four 
tablespoons of bacon drippings 
until they are golden brown and 
add them to the spice water. 
Then add to this combination 
the juice of two lemons, a half 
bottle of Worcestershire sauce, a 
half bottle of red-hot sauce, a 
half pint of salad oil, a half bot- 
tle of catsup, a pint of vinegar, 


a half pound of butter and salt: 


to taste. Heat it until the butter 
is melted and the sauce is well 
blended. As I said, this recipe will 


Then add a cup of catsup, three 
tablespoons of Worcestershire 
sauce, two tablespoons of brown 
sugar, a fourth of a teaspoon of 
salt, two tablespoons of vinegar, 
a fourth of a cup of lemon juice 
and an eighth of a teaspoon of 
pepper. Let it simmer for five 
minutes. 

To cook the fish, just put it in 
a buttered shallow pan, sprinkle 
it with salt, pour the barbecue 
sauce over it, and let it bake until 
it’s done. 


* * * 

IF YOU WANT to try some- 
thing a little different on your 
barbecued chicken, you might try 
mustard barbecued chicken. Only 
watch it. Don’t douse it on all 
during the cooking process like 
you do most barbecue sauces. In- 
stead you brush the chicken with 
melted butter until it’s almost 
done, and then you give it thé 
mustard sauce, which is made as 
follows: 

Boil the wings and neck of a 
couple of chickens until they’re 
tender for broth. Melt a cup of 
butter and add to it three table- 
spoons of dry mustard, three ta- 
blespoons of vinegar and two cups 
of chicken broth. Cook them to- 
gether very slowly for about five 
minutes. 
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JUST TO SHOW you how wide 
is the variety of barbecue sauces, 
there is even one made with 
coffee. Like this: Combine a cup 
of strong black coffee, two cups 
of Worcestershire sauce, a cup 
of catsup, a fourth of a pound of 
butter, two tablespoons of freshly 
ground pepper, a tablespoon of 
sugar and a tablespoon of salt. 

Simmer it over a slow flame 
for 30 minutes, stirring it to mix 
it well, When you barbecue don’t 
spread it on daintily with a brush. 
Sop it on with a rag tied to a 
stick, Delicious.

A 
low table bench offers the least 
distraction but adds both table 
and seating space.

Child's Complaints

EVEN-YEAR-OLD CYNTHIA was feeling very sorry for 
§ herself. Nobody liked her, she insisted. The other kids

Every- 
body was picking on her all the time. 

Cynthia’s complaints may seem to you unreasonable—and 
they actually did not fit the facts. But they are extremely 
typical of the 7-year-old child.

SEVEN IS LIKELY to feel that he is getting the bad end 
of things, that everyone is mistreating him. In fact, some 
children of this age become so resentful and unhappy that 
they may complain: “I don’t even want to be a member of 
this family!” (This reaction is certainly not as much fun for 
the family as the just-earlier stage when the child’s chief joy 
may have been to have ‘“‘the whole family” together. But it is 
unfortunately an equally normal stage of development.) 

The 6-year-old tends to be an aggressive little miss—or 
mister. If he thinks people aren’t treating him right—as he 
frequently does—he just fights back. With words or fists, or 
both. 

But seven’s tendency is just the opposite. Six approaches 
trouble aggressively. Seven withdraws, complaining. 

And his parents are among those of whom he complains 
most. They are mean to him. It is even possible he figures 
that they don’t even like him.

MOST STOP THERE. But a few vigorously imaginative 

ones—and do not be alarmed if your child is among them— 

. go even farther and develop what has been called the “foster- 
child fantasy.” It is brilliantly elaborate, even though a trifle 
pathetic, in its detail: 

The child figures first that his parents don’t treat him 
right. He goes from there to the conclusion that they really 
aren’t his parents at all. And from there he goes on to the 
fantasy that he really comes from some rich and powerful 
family and that his present mother and father just “got hold 
of him” somehow and are in the meantime mistreating him. 

Marvel at the fertility of the 7-year-old imagination! 
Sympathize with his discouraged mood. Don’t make fun of 
him. But, on the other hand, don’t take his complaints too 
seriously. The mood—we can practically guarantee it—will 
pass. 
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The Threat: of Hoof-and-Mouth Disease 


Livestock Owners Are Warned of Danger That It May Reach U.S. After Outbreak in Canada

WASHINGTON, D.C., April 24. 
ITH hoof-and-mouth disease 
W outbreaks occurring in Can- 
ada, Europe, Asia, Africa and 
South America, livestock raisers 
in the United States have been 
warned there is a danger that this 
plague may break out within our 
own borders. 

Secretary of Agriculture Charles 
F, Brannan issued a statement 
proclaiming a state of emergency 
when the Canadian hoof-and- 
mouth disease outbreak recently 
was found to have spread as far 
south as the vicinity below Re- 
gina, Saskatchewan. 

“The presence of hoof-and- 
mouth disease within 60 miles of 
our border constitutes a real 
threat to the United States live- 
stock industry,” Secretary Bran- 
nan said. “If it were to spread to 
our herds and become established, 
our supplies of meat, milk and 
other valuable animal products 
might well be cut by 25 per cent.” 

Although a Canadian border 
quarantine was imposed in Feb- 
ruary when the first symptoms of 
the disease were discovered in a 
Canadian. herd, many animals 
brought in before the bar was 
declare are now § scattered 
throughout the United . States. 
Federal and state livestock au- 
thorities have been tracing these 
imports and those found are be- 
ing held under strict observation. 
But some animals may never be 
traced and should they be car- 
riers of this most contagious dis- 
ease known to animal science, 
the United States might face an 
epidemic more disastrous than the 
outbreak of 1914 which spread to 
22 states, necessitated the slaugh- 
tering- of 172,000 animals, and 
cost the taxpayers more than 
$9,000,000 before the disease was 
brought under control. 
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EPARTMENT OF AGRICUL- 

TURE officials stress the fact 

that Canada and the United 
States are in full co-operation in 
attempting to contain the disease 
and prevents its spread among 
livestoek herds, but they empha- 
size the need for vigilance among 
livestock men. 

“Prompt reporting of an out- 
break is the first requisite for 
success in eradicating the dis- 
ease if it should pierce our outer 
defenses,” Dr. L. Gooding, 
chief of the Inspection and Quar- 
antine Division of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
said. “The Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry provides primary protec- 
tion at our ports of entry. Neither 
susceptible animals nor _ fresh 
meats are allowed entry from 
countries where the disease ex- 
ists. 

“But hoof-and-mouth disease 
can be transmitted in many ways. 
It can be transmitted by con- 
taminated feed. Men can even car- 
ry it on the soles of their shoes 
from one place to another. 

“Although the way in which the 
outbreak started in Canada has 
not definitely been determined, 
authorities have not ruled out the 
possibility that it was innocently 
brought into the country by a 
German DP who obtained work on 
a Canadian farm. We do not ever 
rule out the possibility of sabo- 
tage. It would be the simplest 
thing in the world for an enemy 
of the United States to ‘plant’ 
hoof-and-mouth disease in this 
country. That is why we have 
asked the livestock owner, the 
practicing veterinarian, the coun- 
ty agent, the experiment station 
worker, or any other person who 
has evidence of the infection to 
report it immediately to his state 
livestock sanitary official or to 
the representative of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry in his state.” 

Although the Department of 
Agriculture has placarded the 
country with bulletins listing the 
symptoms of the disease, livestock 
men can get still additional in- 
formation by writing to the De- 
partment of Agriculture, Wash- 
ington, D.C., for a copy of Farm- 
ers’ Bulletin No. 666. 

The Bureau of Animal Industry 
stresses that “the blisters and 
fever that are the signs of the dis- 
ease should be as dreaded as the 
symptoms of smallpox among hu- 
man beings.” 
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IVESTOCK men are warned to 

be on the alert for these symp- 

toms in cattle: The eruption of 
blisters on the mucous membrane 
of the mouth, on the skin be- 
tween the toes and above the 
hoofs, and on teats and udders, 
and on the snouts of hogs. The 
blisters rupture, usually within 24 
hours, and form erosions and 
ulcerations. There is excessive 
“slobbering” and the animals 
quickly lose appetite, become 
lame and emaciated. 

In some outbreaks of.the dis- 
ease the death rate, especially in 
young animals, has been heavy. 
But even when the mortality is 
low, the damaging effect of the 
disease on affected aimals is ap- 
palling. Pregnant animals often 
abort and breeding animals be- 
come sterile. 

“The serious, damaging effect 
of the disease on the affected ani- 
mals, together with its ability to

spread rapidly from animal to 
animal and from one community 
to another, places hoof-and-mouth 
disease in the front rank of the 
devastating diseases,” says Dr. 
Gooding. 

The disease is transmissible to 
man, as has been proved by sev- 
eral accidental laboratory infec- 
tions and a few well-substantiated 
cases, but experts believe that 
man is not readily susceptible. 

Hoof-and-mouth disease has ap- 
peared in the United States nine 
times—in 1870, 1880, 1884, 1902, 
1908, 1914, twice in 1924, and once 
in 1929. Experts long ago agreed

upon the fact that the disease is 
prcpagated by a specific virus and 
that every outbreak starts from 
some pre-existing outbreak — an 
outbreak perhaps as far away as 
the other side of the world. For 
instance the epidemic of 1924 is 
believed to have had its source 
in the Orient, as the disease was 
traced to hogs fed on garbage 
from ships plying between San 
Francisco and the Far East. The 
eradication of the six outbreaks 
during the twentieth century, it 
has been estimated, 
American taxpayers not less than 
$182,000,000.

has scored such enormous vic- 

tories in the diseases of in- 
fancy, childhood, and early adult 
life is now concentrating ever 
greater attention on diseases of 
older people. In this great new 
effort, two words are coming to 
the forefront. They are geriatrics 
and gerontology. 

Geriatrics is the clinical art and 
science of preventing and treating 
diseases of the aged. It~is a spe- 
cialty that isn’t really a specialty 
at all because it is more an atti- 
tude, a special interest. Most doc- 
tors interested in geriatrics do not 
spend all their time with old 
people. In that sense, it isn’t a 
specialty such as pediatrics, whose 
specialists do spend all their time 
studying and treating babies and 
children. No, geriatricians (doc- 
tors\ especially interested in this 
field) can practice preventive 
medicine on young and middle- 
aged adults while treating those 
who already have some of the ills 
of the aged.

PREVENTING the diseases of 
aging is becoming possible. For 
instance, the young woman in her 
thirties who is greatly overweight 
and perhaps has a diabetic blood 
relative is headed for diabetes 
herself — unless she reduces. If 
her doctor does convince her such 
weight loss. is vitally necessary 
to avoid diabetes (or gall bladder 
disease) when she is older, he is

Diabetes can be considered a 
disease of aging (although not a 
necessary one, for many people) 
because two-thirds of its victims 
are those past the middle third of 
their lives. 

Doctors are learning more 
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about treating older people. For 
instance, contrary to popular no- 
tions, aged people withstand many 
kinds of surgical operations very 
well. This is partly due to 
gentler anesthetics, antibiotics, 
and greater surgical knowledge. 
Geriatricians are also learning 
that older people respond differ- 
ently to medicines than young 
edults do. Medical treatment 
slanted toward older people is 
better treatment. 
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A GREAT DEAL remains to be 
learned about the causes of some 
of the most important diseases of 
aging. This is the field of geron- 
tology. Particularly important to 
discover are the causes of—and 
thus possible ways to prevent— 
artery and heart diseases which 
are the major causes of deaths 
in older people. Although a great 
deal of research is under way 
on this and much has been 
learned, no one yet knows the 
vital answers to preventing the 
major artery disease mistakenly 
called “hardening of the ar- 
teries.” 


Gerontology includes a much 
broader scope than just looking 
into the medical causes of aging, 
important as they are. It also 
includes the matter of what can 
be done to better the lot of 
healthy aging people socially and 
workwise. 


Nowadays because fewer people 
are killed early in life by acci- 
dent or disease (partly because of 
more effective, safer surgery and 
life saving antibiotics), more peo- 
ple live past present retirement 
ages. 

This presents an increasingly 
acute problem, Retired people 
suffer unnecessarily the pangs of 
aging in brooding isolation. Their 
neighbors are cheated of their 
enormous value as trusted, expe- 
rienced working people. Thus, 
gerontology also includes econ- 
omists, industrialists, and many 
other groups greatly concerned 
with adding life to the years of 
the aged—perhaps by changing 
compulsory retirement programs 
as well as other solutions now be- 
ing looked into carefully. 

Two national medical associa- 
tions are already active to fur- 
ther interest and knowledge in 
lessening the penalties and bet- 
tering the medical treatment of 
the aged.

that should an epidemic of the 
disease sweep the United States 
today, the cost might run into 
the billions. 


Should an outbreak of the dis- 
ease be detected in the United 
States, prompt action would be 
needed to prevent its spread. Bul- 
letin 666 explains that methods 
used to prevent the spread in- 
clude these points: quarantine of 
premises where the outbreak oc- 
curs; disposal of infected or ex- 
posed animals by slaughtering and 
burial, or by burning; cleaning 
and disinfection of premises and 
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nt; and testing 
of the premises by 


The need for vigilance and 
prompt action when the first sign 


of hoof-and-mouth disease is de- 


tected is illustrated the epi- 
demic that broke out in Mex- 
ico in December 1946. The 


-infection spread rapidly through 


an area of nearly 260,000 square 
miles before eradication measures 
were begun. Now after more than 
five years, during which Mexico 
with the aid of the United States, 
waged one of the greatest battles 
ever fought against animal dis- 
ease, the country is thought to be 
free of the disease. If there -are 
no more outbreaks by Sept. 1 of 
this year, the United States will 
again permit imports of Mexican 
cattle.

URING the epidemic in Mex- 

ico, almost 1,000,000 cattle, 

sheep, swine and goats had to 
be slaughtered. Total vaccina- 
tions numbered more than 66,- 
000,000. At the height of the 
campaign, the Mexican-United 
States Commission employed 
more than 8000 Mexicans and 
Americans and the cost to the 
American taxpayer for the United 
States share in the Mexican pro- 
gram was about $123,000,000. 


Many European countries have 
provisions in their laws for the 
slaughter of herds infected with 
the disease and these provisions 
can be put into effect whenever 
those in control deem it neces- 
sary, but reliance is placed prin- 
cipally on methods of isolation 
and quarantine. United States 
officials point out that because of 
the reluctance of European coun- 
tries to embrace our policy of 
prompt slaughter and disposal by 
burial or burning, hoof-and-mouth 
disease is always prevalent in 
Europe and quite often reaches 
epidemic propoztions. 


Following the outbreak in Mex- 
ico in 1946, the Congress of the 
United States was favorably in- 
clined toward a proposed hoof- 
and-mouth disease research labo- 
ratory to be constructed on Pru- 
dence Island in Narrangansett 
Bay. The project was to have 
cost about $25,000,000 and provide 
a place where scientists could 
study the world’s most far-flung 
and costly livestock malady. But 
the project was shelved in the 
interest of economy. Now interest 
in the proposed laboratory has 
been revived and three bills have 
been introduced in Congress in 
recent weeks providing for the 
necessary appropriation. 


When the original proposal for 
the laboratory was under consid- 
eration, the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry pointed out that “if the 
disease were to become establish- 
ed in the United States, its pres- 
ence probably would cost the 
country fully $200,000,000 a year. 
A conservative estimate of the 
loss resulting from reduced sup- 
plies of milk and meat would be 
more than 10 per cent of the nor- 
mal production.”

contract on a sheer guess when, | 


by taking only the most in- 
finitesimal risk, declarer can turn 
the play into a sure thing. Con- 
sider this case: 
South, dealer. 
Neither side vulnerable. 
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est opened the king of spades. 
South took the trick, drew three 
rounds of trumps, and then said, 
looking coyly at West: “Well, you 
ought to have all the missing 
honors for that spade bid of 
yours.” Forthwith, South laid 
down the diamond ace and then 
finessed to the diamond jack. He 
was bitterly aggrieved when East 
pounced on the trick and returned 
a spade, setting the contract. 
South’s announced reason for 
taking the diamond finesse 
through West was certainly flim- 
sy, to put it kindly. West’s spade 
overcall was not the remotest 
proof that he held the diamond 
queen on the side. In any case, 
South didn’t have to guess the 
position of the diamond. queen— 
“pe he had to do was play as fol- 
ows: 


After seeing the 3-1 break of 
trumps, South should not have 
drawn the third round: there was 
vital use for that last trump in 
dummy. The logical move was to 
cash the king and ace of clubs— 
only if West had started with six 
clubs would this maneuver go 
wrong (by incurring a ruff on 
East’s part). Then, it would be 
safe to ruff away one of dummy’s 
low clubs and.to lead a diamond 
to the king in order to ruff dum- 
my’s last club (in case West had 
held four clubs). 

Now, with the stage properly 
set, South should simply exit with 
the spade jack. West, in with the 
spade queen, would have a sorry 
choice of returns. If he led an- 
other spade, South would discard 
the diamond ten while ruffing on 
the board; if West elected to lead 
out with a diamond, the lead 
would come up to South’s A-10 
for a free finesse.
